Baptist hospital here, where it was 
found that his back and side had 
been peppered with shot from a 
twelve-gauge shotgun. Physiciaps 
stated however that none of the oe 
had apparently penetrated into rital 
parts of the body. 

Fortune was arrested by Sheriff 
Garner, father of the injured man and 
was later brought to the Fulton coun- 
ty tower.

Garner told a Constitution report- 
er at the hospital that the shoeting 
had taken place after a violent argu- 


ment, which had ended in a fist fight | 


when Fortune was knocked down on 
the street. Later he got up and said 
that he had had enough, but rushed 
for his automobile and took from the 
back seat..a shotgun, according te 
Garner, and shot him in the back as 
he was about to enter his place of 
business. 

Athongh suffering intense pains 
in his side and his left arm from the 
155 shot which had lodged in his body 
Garner told of the enmity between 
“ortune and Sheriff Garner and him- 
self. 

Claims Liquor “Plot.” 

“Fortune was arrested last week 
on a charge of violating the prohibi- 
tion law. ‘The sheriff got seven gal- 
lons of liquor from his car. He 
claims father and I planted that liq- 
uor in his car as part of a frame-up 
against him in retaliation for another 


affair that we had with him.” How- | 


ard Garner said. 

Sheriff Garner and the wounded 
man are both under bond on a charge 
of conspiracy fo violate the prohtbi- 
tion laws. Fortune, Garner said, 
has openly boasted around Lawrence- 
ville that he engineered the laying of 
the charges against the officers, by 
having a man named “Red” Jones 
bring a carload of liquor through

Sheriff Garner, who was at the bed- 
side of his wounded son, said: “For- 
tune believed that he was arrested 
last week on a charge of violating the 
liquor law because of the charges 
against us. But there is nothing in 
that. We caught him with seven gal- 


lens and allowed him to go home 
without furnishing bond on account 
of his wife and five little children.”

Tax Plans Favored by 
Committee. 


The first bills proposing to remedy 
the state taxation proklem to come 
before the legislature this year with 
favorable report of committee, ap- 
peared in the house of representatives 
Wednesday when the ‘constitutional 
amendments committee reported three 
s¢parate tax measures for second read- 
ing. 

Each of the three bills, introduced 
in the form of substitute and occu- 
pring prominent position on the eal- 
endar, offer a proposed solution to 
tne taxation tangle. 

The bills, providing for constitu- 
tional amendments, cover all the tax 
plans so far favorably received by 
the committee, and leave with the 
house the matter of selecting one of 
their number as a substitute for the 
ad valoren tax system, now in vogue, 

Provisions of Bills. 
The three bills embody. clauses to 


empower the legislature to gyn 
property for taxation, to arrahge 
classes and fix rates, and to levy an 
income tax on net incomes not to 
exceed a rate of 5 per cent. Thefn- 
come tax is to be graduated, reason- 
able exemptions are to be allowed and 
the legislature is to define exactly 
what “net incomes” are. 

The first of these three bills on 
the calendar is a substitute for a bill 
by Representative Parks, of Terrell. 
This substitute carries .the classifi- 
cation clause. The next substitutes 
for a bill by Representative Wimberly, 
of Toombs, and provides for an in- 
come tax, while the third carries both 
provisions and is a substitute fer the 
bill of Representative Elders, of Tatt- 


nall. 

Hailed as the first ray of real 
hepe in the task of untangling the tax 
problem of Georgia, leaders of the 
house Wednesday declared that ef- 
forts will be made to have considera- 
tion of the three measures given right 
ot way in the house through action 
of the rules committee. 

Offer Wide Range. 

They point out the fact that if the 
majority of the house opposes a clas- 
sification plan it can entirely reject 
the measure proposing that system as 
a single levy. If the same condition 
rules as regarda the income tax, sim- 
ilar action may be taken, and ‘if the 
huuse majority is inclined to a com- 
bination of the two plans, one of the 
three bills provides for just this con- 
tingency. 

By bringing the bills out in this 
manner, as substitutes for measures 
with advantageous position on the 
house calendar, it is hoped to expe- 
possible to avoid the necessity of an 
extra session to pass remedial tax 
legislation, which Governor Walker 
has announced he will call if such a 
measure is not passed in the regular 
session. 

The bills as reported Wednesday 
include the clauses as given in The 
Constitution of Wednesday morning, 
at which time the full text of the dou- 
dite early consideration, in order if 
ble bill embodying both provisions 
was published.

Large Portion of Measure 
Just Completed by the 
House Approved at First 
Session. 


Work on the general appropriations 
bill, completed Tuesdey by the Geor- 
gia house of representatives, Wednes- 


day was started by the senate appro- 
priations committee by adopting a 
large portion of the n:easure, leaving 
several major allowances for further 
consideration and adding $13,5 to 
the original total through the passage 
of several amendmenis. 

The appropriation for the State 
Woman's college, at Valdosta, was in- 
creased from $31,500 to $40,000, as 
provided in an amendment offered by 
Senator Morgan, of the fifth district ; 
while Georgia Tech was given an ail- 
ditional $10,000 for ceramic work. 
under an amendment offered by Sena- 
tor Carswell, president of the senate. 
The Agricultural and Mechanical 
Training school for negroes, at For- 
syth, heretofore unt rovided for, was 
given $5,000 annually, as the result of 
the adoption of an amendment by 
Senator Carswell. 

Redwine Fighis Delay. 

A plea for adoptior of the appro- 
priations bill, as it was sent over by 
th» house, was made by Senator Red- 
wine, twenty-sixth district, who de- 
clared that changes ic the measure 
would ‘result in delay in legislative 
work. Senator Hodges, twentieth dis- 
trict, characterized the measure as 
being “as perfect as possible under 
the circumstances,” adding that the 
house had “gone into the matter in a 
Opposition to 
increase was iced by him. 

“Many farms and homes will be lost 
to the farmers within the next two 
years,” he asserted. “For the past 
several years the planters have lost 
heavily and their property has been 
mortgaged. No improvement has ben 
indicated for the next two years and 
unless there is the Joan sharks will de- 
mand their money.

for further consideration. 

Among the others left open were 
two appropriations of $100,000 each 
for the State College of Agriculture; 
$2,100 for the salary of the clerk to 
the chief oil inspector; $70,000 for 
the department of horticulture and 
pomology and board of entomology; 
SS,000 for the Georgia experiment sta- 
tion; pent for the state prison 
furm; $22.500 maintenance fund of 
the prison commission; $3,600 roster 
commission; $3,300 for public print- 
ing department; $25,000 for military 
department, and $25,000 for Georgia | 
Training School of Mental Defectives. 

Progress of Tick War. 

A prediction that tick eradication 
work in Georgia will be completed by ! 
the end of 1923 was given the com- 
wittee by Peter Bahnsen, state vet- 
erinarian, in appearing to explain 
the work of his department. An 
amendment, by Senator Pace, thir- 
teenth, at the request of Mr. Bahnsen, 
to increase the fund for hog serum 
from $10,000 to $20,000 received only 
one vote and was lost. 

“I will be perfectly satisfied with 
the aetion of the committee on this 


bill.” Senator Carswell said, “so long 
as it keeps down the appropriations.

Hotel, San Francisco, Cal., August 1. 
President Harding was resting com- 
fortably tonight after a day described 
by his physicians as “‘somewhat rest- 
less,” Dut marked by many indications 
that he was slowly but surely winning 
his way back to-health. 

The restlessness of the day was due 
in part, it was said by the physicians, 
te a slight and only temporary at- 
tack of indigestion resulting from in- 
ability to assimilate two soft boiled 
egos eaten for breakfast. 

This unfavorable condition was 
cline of the president’s temperature 
to normal for the first time. 
of both of these elements in the presi- 
dent’s condition was made by the at- 
tending physicians in a bulletin issued 
at 4:50 o’clock this evening. The 
builetin added that there was evidence 
of slight improvement in the condi- 
tion of the lungs, where central 
patches of broncho-pneumonia had ex- 
isted since Monday. The pulse, ac- 
cording to the bulletin, 
during the day. from 116 to 120 and 
the respiration from 36 to 40.: 

Every official statement from the 
attending physicians’ today contained 
evidences of improvement and every 
reporgé from the sick room told of 
steady progress. ‘The result is that 
tonight the cautious physicians are 
almost ready to announce that all dan- 
ger is passed. They recognize, how- 
ever, as they said in a bulletin issued 
shortly after: 10 o'clock today, that 
“every care is necessary to assure 
freedom from further complications,” 

With this situation existing, there 
was a settling down during the day to 


the task of bringing about a complete 
réecovery—a task that will require an 
indefinite number of days, 
which will be spent h+re in San Fran- 
cisco. The headquarters, hurriedly 
established here last Sunday morning, 
were altered in some respects to pro- 
mote efficiency and so that there may 
be the same smooth running condition 
that exists at the white house in 
Washington. 

The formal day bulletin spoke of 
the president as being “fairly com- 
fortable” after the night’s sleep which 
was the best he has obtained since he 
was taken ill, of léss labored breath- 
ing, only a slight ¢ough, regular and 
satisfactory elimination, and a eee: 
cecndition about the same as yester- 
day when it was said there were evi- 
denees of subsidence of the 
patches of broncho-pneumonia. It gave 
his temperature as 99 degrees, pulse 
114, and respiration 50.

Dramatic Scene Enacted as 
Woman Tells the Story of 
Shooting of Husband.

Taking the stand as a wit- 
iness for the prosecution at the trial 
of Larkin C. Garrett, who with his 
brother, Robert O. Garrett, is charged 
with having shot to death the Baptist 
minister at his home on June 5, the 
' frail, stooped woman stumbled and 
| sobbed through the tragic story that 
| held the jammed little court room 
spellbound and brought tears te the 
‘eves of many. She told her version 
of how her 53-year-old husband was 
beaten until he was bleeding and 
dazed: of how she, with their two- 
months-old baby in onexaarm, fought 
to rescue her husband; how three dif- 
ferent times she was thrown aside by 
one of the Garretts; how her husban.l, 
dazed and blegdinz, obtained a slint- 
gun and, finally, bow he was dis- 
arwed and shot to death, without, she 
swore, firing a single shot. 

Two most tragic points of her re- 
cital came when she described the 
condition of her husband while he 
was prone on the ground, beaten down 
by blows from the fists of Larkin 
Garrett, and again when she told of 
“begging them not to kill him,” even 
after the minister lay dead with his

The prime minister’s admission in

new line. M. Poincare, the French 
premier, has insisted upon the secrecy 
of the negotiations, and until he lifts 
this embargo, or the British govern- 
ment decides that it is impossible to 
suffer further delay, it is difficult to 
see how there can be any publication 
or revelation of the communication 
which have passed between the allied 
governments. 

Hopeless as the prospects of an 
agreement with France seems, the 
probabilities point to another attempt 
by the government to achieve such an 
agreement by further negotiation, in 
which case Premier Baldwin's state- 
ment in parliament is likely to be com- 
paratively brief, dealing with the Brit-

Severe criticism of the-policy: of the 
present republican administration and 
the enthusiastic prediction of the elec- 
tion of a democratic president in the 
1924 national election, were the sa- 
lient features of statements given out 
Wednesday by United States Senator 
Royal S. Copeland, of New York. who 
arrived in Atlanta shortly before noon 
Wednesday. : 

The chief mission of the visit of 
Senator Copeland—his first to Geor- 
gia—is to address a joint meeting 
of the house and senate of the general 
assembly Thursday morning at 11 
o'clock, an invitation having been ex- 
tended the New* York senator in the 
early days of the present session of 
the legislature. 

Senator Copeland, accompanied by 
his wife, arrived at Brookwood sta- 
tion just before noon Wednesday and 
was met by a delegation of prominent 
citizens including State Senators 
Iuankford, Parker and King, and Rep- 
resentatives Moore, of Appling; Simp- 
son, of Lee; Atkinson, of Chatham; 
Mullis, of Bleckley; New, of Laurens, 
Iton. Others of the 
committee were former United States 
Senator Hoke Sm¥Mh; Hollins Ran- 
dolph, of the Stone Mountain associa- 
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pours of Gutzon Borglum, noted sculp- 
ter, in carving a monument to the 
Confederacy in the side of the moun- 
tain, now in progress. 

No little interest is manifested in 
the address of the Senator before 
the general assembly at 11 o'clock 
today. Because of his election by a 
big majority over the republican nom- 
inee in New York a few months ago, 
his name frequently has been men- 
tioned in democratic circles as a like- 
ly nomnee for the presidency and 
there is considerable sentiment favor- 
ing the nomination of the New York 
senator for the vice presidency. In 
view of his position in “inner’’ party 
circles, hig address is expected to 
sound the keynote of the democratic 
campaign for 1924. 
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Foreign Policy. 

Senator Copeland freely discussed 
matters of national interest with call- 
ers and newspapermen during the day 
and did not mince words in. criticizing 
the policy of the present administra- 
tion. The foreign policy of the pres- 
ent regime came in for scathing de- 
nunciation. ; 

“Without discussing the question 
as to whether President Harding is 
right in holding aloof from the league 
of nations, there can. be no doubt 
of the importance of a world confer- 
ence on economic problems—not only 
for the welfare of European coun- 
tries, but for the good of our own na- 
tion as well,” the senator said. “‘We 
cannot isolate ourselves from the 
markets of the world. They need us 
and we need them. 

“The restoring of the markets of 
the world§and the stabilizing of the 
world’s business affairs is the salva- 
tion of the situation.” 

Senator Copeland referred to the 
recent wheat conference in the west, 
which he attended, citing the condi- 


tion; Dr. M. L. Brittain, president of 
Georgia Tech, and F, Shumate, 
representing H. M. Atkinson, chair- 
man of the board,-of the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company. 

Guests of Ex-Senator. 

Following their arrival, Senator 
and Mrs. Copeland were driven to 
Piedmont hotel and will be the guests 
of former Senator Hoke Smita dur- 
ing their visit to Georgia. 

At 4 o'clock Wednesday afternoon 
Senator and Mrs. Copeland received 
a welcoming delegation of Atlanta 
physicians and surgeons headed by 
Dr. W. 8S. Elkin. Senator Copeland 
is a porncen by profession, formerly 
health commissioner, of New: York, 
and a health authority of interna- 
tional repute.

Senator Copeland stated that the 
econemic problem would be the para- 
mount issue of the 1924 elections and 
that the issue must be tackled fear- 
lessly by the democrats. 

“The people,” he said, “are dis- 
satisfied with the present do-nothing 
policy of the republicans and are de- 
manding a new deal—the democrats 
must give it to them.” 

For Convention Here. 

Referring to the efforts of At- 
lanta to secure the democratic na- 
tional convention, Senator Copeland 
said “the south has always.been the 
strength of the democratic party and

A new and definite state system of 
taxation was one of the issues of the

For ten months, almost, the gover- 
nor and members of the legislature 
have been studying taxation—trips 
being made by the former to several 
states in the union for the specific 
purpose of ascertaining the best in 


a satisfactory system in Georgia. 
Volumes have been spoken and writ- 


| ten within the past year about the 


“burdens” of taxation. and the injus- 
tices of the equalization law, and the 
immunity of classes, and the penaliza- 
tion of other classes, and the mali- 
cious and reprehensitie “dodging” by 
other classes, and’ so on. 

Volumes have been spoken and writ- 
ten about the necessity for taxing

. When the legislature convened. we

Time a-plenty has elapsed to ‘have 
had a definite tax system worked out, 
end ready for consider: tion. 

Then came several basic tax bills, 
all embracing completed “systems,” 
and all widely et variance.

Liver is a great stuff ‘for young 
cats, young lions, young trout and 

oung children to grow on. Grated 
iver fed every few hours to the 
young’ trout in, hatcheries, and you 
can actually see them growing on it. 
Predatory animals instinctively eat 
the liver of their prey, sometimes lit- 
tle else from the kili. Until some- 
thought of feeding liver to the 
whelps it was impossible to raise 
young lions in captivity, for they 
invariably developed rickets and be- 
came deformed and unsightly beasts 
unfit to exhibit. But now lions ure 
successfully reared in zoological gar- 
dens, where they get not merely meat 
with large bones attached which they 
cannot gnaw, but liver, fat and bone, 
which they can eat without choking, 
with occasional small animals, such as 
rabbits, or pigeons, which they can 
eat entirely, 

When we used to get liver for noth- 
ing, we imagined it was good for 
nothing except tq tickle the palate. 
People are alwayS like that. 
now a lot of folks imagine that por- 
terhouse and other expensive cuts of 
meats are better than the cheaper 
cuts, whereas the reverse is more often 
true. We used to feel a little ashamed 
to ask the butcher for liver when it 
was free; we still feel a little ashamed 
to buy it at its actual value. 

Liver c»ntains as large a proportion 
of protein as does lean meat; accord- 
ing te some recent studies in nutri- 
tion, the protein of liver is superior 
to that of lean meat. A pound of 
liver yields about 650 calories of en- 
ergy, and a pound of beefsteak yields 
about the same amount of energy. 
Therefore, a man gets all the nourish- 
ment and “strength” out of liver that 
he can get out of beefsteak. 

Liver contains something which 
steak scareely furnishes at all—vita- 
mins. Liver, indeed, vies with raw 
milk, orange juice, tomato juice and 
cod liver oH,asa source of vitamins. 


| Liver contains the three important 


vitamins, as compared with yeast, 
which contains one. Liver, at 15 to 
10 cents a pound, isa much more eco- 
nomical buy than ‘beefsteak.

The rate-making provisions of sec- 
tion 15-a are to be found in para- 


graphs (2) and (3). I quote them 
for convenience : 

“(2) In the exercise of its power 
to prescribe just and reasonable rates 
the commission shall initiate, modify. 
establish or adjust such rates so that 
carriers as a whole (or as a whole in 
each of such rate greups or territories 
as the commission may from time to 
time designate) will, under honest, 
efficient and economical management 
and reasonable expenditures for main- 
tenance of way, structures and equip- 
ment, earn an aggregate annual net 
railway operating income equal, as 
nearly as may be, to a fair return 
upon the aggregate value of the rail- 
way property of such carriers held 


for and usced in the service of trans- 
portation ; provided, that the commis- 
sion shall have reasonable latitude to 


modify or adjust any particular rate 
which it may find to be unjust or 
unreasonable, and to prescribe dif- 
ferent rates for different sections of 
the country.” 


To Decide Fair Rates. 
“(3) The commission shall from 


time to time determine and make 


publie what percentage of such aggre- 
gate property value constitutes a fair 
return thereon, and such percentage 
shall be uniform for all rate groups 
or territories which may be desig- 
nated by the commission. In making 
such determination, among cther 
things, to the transportation needs of 


, the country arid the necessity (under 


honest, efficient and economical man- 
agement of existing transportation’ fa- 
cilities) of enlarging such facilities in 
order to provide the people of the 
United States with adequate trans- 
portation; provided, that during the 
two years beginning March 1, 1920, 
the commission shall take as such 
fair return a_sum equal to 51-2 per 
centum of such aggregate value, but 
may, in its diseretion, add thereto 
a sum not exceeding one-half of 1 
per centum of such aggregate value 
to make provision in whole or 
in part for improvements, betterments 
or equipment, according te the ac- 
counting system prescribed by the 
commission, are chargeable to capital 
account.” 

It will be noted that the authority 
of the commission is to prescribe such 
just and reasonable rates as whl 
yield a fair return. This phase of au- 
thority added nothing to existing Jaw:

It is, kowever, a 
step, and a necessary step, in the 
right direction. 

It must not be inferred that because 
these provisions adopt a new princi- 
le in legislation that the principle 
ad not been recognized and applied in 
practice by the interstate commerce 
commission in fixing just and reason- 
able rates; the. commisson had more 
than once grouped the railways in 
certain districts and had established 
rates common to all in the group, not 
determined by the tonditions of any 
perticular road but-by the necessities 
of all of them. It is, in my judgement, 
not only a sound policy but-an im- 
perative policy if we are to maintain 
our present transportation facilities. 
As an illustration, take the country 
west of the Missouri river; if the rates 
in the territory served by the .Union 
Pacific railroad were fixed at the low- 
est point that would maintain — the 
Union Pacific railway company, it is, 
I think capable of mathematical dem- 
onstration that all, or practically all, 
of its competitors would, in the end, 
ke compelled to abandon their roads 
and cease their service. It would be 
easy to point out similar situations in 
other parts of the United States but 
it is unnecessary to do it. We must 
adopt one of three plans. First, rates 
may be fixed so that the richest and 
most prosperous road will earn no 
more than a fair return; this would 
simply destroy half, or more than 
half. our railway mileage. Second, we 
may fix rates so that the least pros- 
perous of the roads will earn a fair 
return: this would be intolerable be- 
cause it would give grossly excessive 
profits to many others. Third, we 
mav fix rates basing them upon the 
reilroads as a whole, or upon such 
groups as may be ordered by the com- 
mission. This is the plan adopted hy 
the transportation act and it is the 
only course consistent with justice to 
the railways and to the people whom 
they serve. 

Unfair Arrangement 

What I have termed a temporary 
arrangement is to be found in the final 
clause of paragraph 3. It expired, 
by its own terms, March 1, 1922, and 
no longer affects the situation. It 
has never been alleged, I believe, that 
the fair return of 51-2 per centum 
with discretion to the commission to 
add one-half of 1 per centum for ad- 
ditions and betterr:ents, is excessive. 
In fact, it was intended, and it has 
operated, as a restriction of the pow- 
er of the comniission rathér than an 
enlargement of its authority. Its mer- 
it is found in the steadiness which it 
gave the railroa@ credit while we were 
passing through an exceedingly criti- 
cal period which necessarily followed 
the war and transition from govern- 
ment operation to private operation.

Lightning is popularly divided into 
four general classes. That of most 
| common occurrence, which one alwaf's 
associates with the thunderstorm, is 
the “zig-zag” flash or forked light- 
ning, where electrical discharges dis- 
ruptively break their way through the 
easiest devious routes: through the air. 
The crooked path is that of least re- 
sistance. The second class is_ the 
“sheet” lightning, which is the esud- 
den, brief lightning up of a sheet of 
rain or a whole cloud, with outer edge 
sometimes more brilliantly illuminated 
than the center. The cause is a hid- 
den flash. 

A third form is “heat” lightning, 
which is the term applied to the sud- 
‘(den lighting up of the atmosphere near 
the horizon, occurring even when no 
thunderclouds are _ visible, nd is 
tusually explained as the réflecfion 
from the hazy air of the lightning 
flashes of storms below the horizon. 
{It is called heat lightning because it 
is characteristic of hot weather when 
local thunderstorms occur. The fourt 
form is ball lightning, which is rare- 
ly seen, but is admitted as a rel 
phenomenon, although accounts of it 
are often exaggerated. The lightning 
appears as balls of fire, which move 
slowly along and then burst with a

Capital City Club 


The third and last of the series of 
luncheons given by the Atlanta 
League of Women Voters assembled 
an interested group of women at the 
Capital City club Wednesday. 

The speakers were Miss Rhoda 
Kaufman, of the public welfare de- 
partment, and Dr. George Preston, of 
the state institution ‘or feeble mind- 
ed at Augusta, Ga. 

They both spoke on “How Georgia 
Saves the Pieces.” 

Dr. Preston told of the effort Geor- 
gia is making to care for feeble mind- 
ed children. He said that the insti- 
tution at-Augusta was equipped to 
care for 50 inmates. He recommend- 
ed the establishing of clinics in iarge 
cities where feeble minded children 
could be studied and also where the 
causes leading to feeble mindedness 
could likewis2 be studied. Ue said 
that feeble mindedness is practically 
a disease of civilization and, in iarge 
measure, the outgrowth of intense 
and complex social conditions of the 
day. : 


Miss Kaufman’s Speech. 

Miss Kaufman’s islk was largels 
a plea for the family which she called 
the “heart of social iife.” She said, 
in part, “that when a doctor operates 
he pays strictest atteation to the con- 
dition of the patient’s heart. When 
the social doctor (as she called the 
welfare worker) studied the social 
misfit he, too, pmid strictest attention 
to the patient’s heart: the home. ond 
never, except as last resort, perform- 
ed the major operatiun of taking the 
patient out of the heme into an in- 
stitution.” 

She told of the plan adopted in Sev- 
eral Georgia counties of providing 
hospitals to serve as almshouses for 
the aged and indigent inmates who 

ere often physically disabled tnd 
needed medical care. She spoke also 
of juvenile courts, the home for de- 
linquent girls and Georgia’s jail sys- 
tem, which she said nad received ‘na- 
tional recognition.” 

Mrs. Lanford Gay, president of tne 
Atlanta League of Women Voters, 
presided. Mrs. Harry Chamberiin, 
president of the Georgia league; Mrs. 
Alonzo Richardson, president of the 
Atlanta Woman's eclup, and Mrs. El- 
liott Cheatham, regional director of 
the National League of Women Voters 
were distinguished guests at the 
luncheon.
